Dear Harold: March 19, 1970 

Received your mailings of the 9th and l6th — thanks. I responded to Mary's 
letter with a long, two-pager, with advice, but only made one carbon for ~ 
ayself since it doesn't relate to the case. Basically I think they are 
paying. Much money and getting poor professional service from people who don't 
know what they're doing. 

I am currently wrestling with a number of things — among them. get ting set for 
a dissertation. If I get one set I can continue working at the clinic next 
year (otherwise, the clinical people at ’the University won't trust me to do 
the d asm thing and will insist I igo on a fellowship which is much less aoney 
and won't give ae more experience). 

The Niekol's thing is still confusing. I didn't quite follow you on LOOK, 
but basically I assume that he has not submitted the piece and doesn't have 
as i firm an agreement with them as he lets on. I have not heard from the 
photographer, and if I don't soon I will write him. I mentioned my accidental 
overpayment to Morey in my last letter to Jcfhn as you know, and thus expected 
to hear. 

The Fisher stuff becomes more and more interesting. Based on what T got 
through Jaffe it does not surprise me. But, again the question arises — 
what makes Fisher tick and what interest does he$ have in this? Is there 
a ©hanee he was present during the original autopsy or .knows someone in- 
volved in it. If anyone was there it would have been him. The absence of 
mention of him is meaningless. If we could figure out how to do it, and if 
I ©an get back into touch with Jaffe who is now studying law, I think in 
the Washington area, it would be interesting to see what his father had to 
say about all this. 

On the archives stuff, frosa what you have told me I have always felt that 
they were being acre than just plain careless. Furthermore, I know of in- 
stances of similar deception, like when they told Arch* and Mary there were 
no name files. This can't all be random error. The real irony is how efficie 
they seem much of the time, except when something is important. 

Glad to hear about the money you are getting from Dell. 

I agree with your concern about Bud and Jerry and that whole situation. I 
have been uneasy about it for some time. I'll check on the subject of 
psychiatrists, but Southern ones don't some with a good recommendation, 
and don't work without fee. It's too bad I'm not certified and they might 
not Get ae in--otkerwise I'd borrow the ;$ and do it myself. 

Fiwst three pages, which I assume Paul is sending, were missing from the 
Archives summary. 

From your letter of 3/9: I can get you more copies of the film, but I can't 
get any that &re fresher or earlier generation. They are only sending out 
that one generation and all have been stored for a while (I'd be getting 
only old stock, which lays elf have anyway). 

I got your press release in the mall and also the complaint — thanks. I 
haven't yet had time to xerox and 3end to the media, but I will try this 
weekend — I have teo find a machine that does that size paper. I wi ( ll be 
on Gary, Short's show on May 4, the occasion being t'he first weekday affcer 
LBJ's speech. I will see about a show by phone from your home before that

The prognosis, WI think, 
is much worse than it. need; be due to the fact that I suspect he is being 
treated by quacks, or \a,t least those who have had little experience with 
this sort of thing. We wee it quite often up her®.

your suit. I would like to locate sose for slides. In fast, I would prob- 
ably like to borrow any clippings which you collect for that purpose.
